repair of memories recited in tine independent Claims 1 and 12, as currently amended, 
including among otiner limitations, "identifying memories which require a number of 
redundant elements for repair which exceeds the value that has been loaded into the 
on-chip counter, using a repair solution to repair a first set of damaged memories while 
not repairing and instead flagging a second set of damaged memories, wherein each of 
the memories in the second set have been identified as requiring a number of 
redundant elements to be used for the repair, where the number exceeds the value 
which has been loaded into the on-chip counter". 

Consequently, Claims 1 and 3-18 (Renumbered Claims 1-17) are allowed over 
the prior arts of record.
